Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Smith  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Longridge  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1959.  ^ 


The  number  of  live  births  attributable  to  the  District  was  80  or 

^  thG  £rcviou3  yQar-  This  gives  a  birth  rate  of  17.4 
'JyV.  ustod-)  as  compared  with  16.5  for  England  and  Wales,  The  number 
oi  stillbirths  was  4  as  compared  with  2  in  1958. 

.  .  Thc  nunibor  of  ^aths  was  62  or  15  more  than  in  the  previous  year 
giving  a  death  rate  of  13.5  (15.4  adjusted)  as  compared  with  11.6  for 
•che  Country  as  a  whole.  In  regard  to  causes  of  death,  the  largest 
increase  is  attributable  to  heart  diseases  -  an  increase  of  10.  There 
was  ore- death  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  the  first  death  from  this 

cause  since  1952.  Deaths  from  malignant  diseases  were  one  more  than 
m  the  previous  year. 


Four  infants  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age.  There  were  3 
such  deaths  in  1958.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  District  was 
50  as  compared  with  the  national  figure  of  22.  Too  much  significance 

should  not  be  attached  to  such  figures  when  dealing  with  a  comparatively 
small  population.  ^  J

o  childbirth.  There  have  been  no  such  deaths  since  the  year  1941. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  was  98  as 
compared  with  46  in  1958.  The  increase  is  accounted  for  by  there  being 
90  cases  of  Measles  as  compared  with  only  3  in  the  previous  year.

,t.hc '  ma^toJ;  of  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  is  dealt  with  in 
eta.il  m  tho  Report  but  I  should  like  here  to  underline  what  is  stated 
regarding  infection  of  milk..  No  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  contain 
the  organisms  of  Tuberculosis  but  samples  from  four  herds  revealed  tho 
presence  of  Brucella  organisms  which  are  the  cause  of  contanious  abortion 
m  cattle  and  may  give  rise  in  man  to  the  disease  known  as  Undulant  Fever. 
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The  known  incidence  of  this  disease  is  not  high  and  pasteurisation  of 
milk  kills  all  disease  producing  organisms  including  those  which 
cause  Tuberculosis  and  Undulant  Fever.  Haw  Tuberculin  Tested  milk, 
although  more  expensive  to  purchase,  only  gives  a  reasonable  assurance 
that  the  milk  is  not  infected  with  the  organisms  of  Tuberculosis.  I 
consider  that  the  public  should  be  in  possession  of  these  facts 
concerning  their  milk  supply. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  I  report  that  the  joint  sewage  scheme 
is  now  in  full  operation  thereby  enabling  the  Longridge  Sewage  Works  to 
be  closed  down  with  the  consequent  improving  of  Savick  Brook  from  the 
point  of  view  of  xoollution.  Considerable  improvement  has  been  found  to 
exist  in  the  condition  of  this  troublesome  watercourse. 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  Page,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  willing 
assistance  at  all  times.  My  thanks  aro  also  due  to  the  other  Officers 
and  Staff  for  thoir  co-operation.  In  conclusion  I  should  like  to 
express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  for  thoir  continued 
support  and.  encouragement.

AnalysPs  of  Causes  of  Death 

Diseases  of  the  heart  wore  the  largest  single  cause  of  death  and 
numbered  10  more  than  in  1938* 

•Deaths  from  malignant  disoases  were  one  more  than  in  the  previous 
year.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  caused  four  more  deaths  than 
in  1938. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  and  three  in  the 
previous  year.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  50  per  1,000  live 
births  as  compared  with  31.9  in  the  previous  year.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  is  22.0.

There  was  one  new  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year  and  one  case  transferred  from  another  district. 
There  wore  no  cases  of  Non  Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

There  was  one  death  attributable  to  Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

Two  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  one  case  of  Non 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  removed  from  the  Register  during 
the  year*. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  of  population  from  this  disease'  ia 
0.22  for  Respiratory  and  0.00  for  Non  Respiratory.  The  comparative 
figures  for  England  and  ViTales  are  0.77  and  0.008  respectively.

Laboratory  Services 


The  laboratory  service  is  directed  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  caters  for  every  aspect  of 
the  public  health  work  of  a  local  authority  relating  to  the 
bacteriological  and  pathological  examination  of  samples  and  specimens. 

Hospital  Accommodation 

Infectious  Diseases  are  normally  admitted  to  the  Deepdale 
Isolation  Hospital*  The  number  of  infectious  cases  admitted  to 
hospitals  in  1959  was  6.

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  recommend  the  removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  as  envisaged  by 
Section  47  of  the  above  Act.

Assistance  (Amendment)  act,  1951- 

This  Act  gives  local  authorities  further  powers  to  enable  them 
to  deal  expediently  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention  which  they  arc  not  receiving  from  other  people.  «i/here 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  another  registered  medical 
practitioner  certify  that,  in  the  ca.se  of  a  person  to  whom  section 
47  (l)  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  applies,  it  i3  necessary 
in  their  opinion  that  he  should  be  removed  without  delay  from  the 
premises  in  which  he  is  residing,  an  application  for  a  removal  order 
may  be  made  immediately  to  the  appropriate  magistrates.  Any  ord^r 
made  under  these  provisions  is  valid  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three 

weeks.

There  arc  a  variety  of  Health  Services  of  the  Lancashire  County 
Council  operated  in  the  area,  and  which  are  under  the  control  of  the 
No.  4  Divisional  Health  Committee,  55*  Victoria  Road,  Fulwood,  Preston, 
telephone  Preston  77263. 


AIIBULRNCB  SERVICE 

The  ambulance  needs  for  Longridge  are  supplied  by  the  service 
operated  from  Broughton  House,  Garstang  Road,  which  deals  with  most  of 
the  area  of  Health  Division  No.  4  north  of  the  Kibble,  of  which 
Longridge  forms  part.  The  ambulance  vehicles  are  under  radio  control. 


HOME  NURSING  AND  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

A  team  of  three  nurses  serve  the  Longridge  and  district  area. 

The  duties  of  these  nurses  include  care  of  patients  in  their  own  homes, 
and  they  arrange  for  the  loan  of  nursing  equipment  in  suitable  cases. 
Expectant  mothers  who  arc  confined  at  home  arc  also  attended  by  them. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


Home  Helps  are  employed  in  Longridge  and  help  a  variety  of  cases 
including  confinements,  sickness,  old  age  and  infirmity  and  Tuberculosis 
cases.  Night  helps  are  also  employed  where  needed. 


CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE 


There  is  a  weekly  Child  Welfare  session  held  at  the  School  Clinic, 
26,  Kcstor  Lane,  Longridge,  every  Tuesday  afternoon.  A  doctor  and  Health 
Visitor  attend  and  give  advice  on  infant  care  and  management.  Baby  foods 
are  also  sold  at  the  centre. 
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SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 


Medical  and  hygiene  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  school 
dLinic,  26,  Kcstor  Lane,  Longridge.  Clinic  sessions  arc  held  for  a 
variety  of  treatments  including  minor  ailments  dental  care  and 
ophthalmic  conditions.  The  County  Council  make  special  provisions 
for  residential  schooling  for  various  categories  of  handicapped 
children  such  as  the  blind,  partially  sighted,  deaf  and  dumb, 
epileptics,  dclica.tc  and  backward. 


CONV  .t-iLES  CELT 

In  suitable  cases  arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission  of 
patients  to  convalescent  homes. 


Y/ELFaKE  SERVICE 


Residential  homes  are  provided  to  accommodate  elderly  and 
infirm  persons  who  iiaVc  no  longer  anyone  to  adequately  care  for 
them.  Handicapped  persons  arc  also  assisted.

The  total  notifications  of  98  cases  of  infectious  disease 
compares  with  46  cases  in  1958. 

It  will  be  seen  from  .the  table  above  that  the  majority  of 
notifications  were  in  respect  of  Measles.  There  wore  87  more 
cases  of  this  disease  than  in  the  previous  year. 

No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  was  again  absent  from  the  district,  the  last 
notified  ca.sc  being  in  1944. 
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INSPECTION  AID  SUPERVISION  OP  POOD 


The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  now  a  specified  area  under 
the  Pood  &  Drugs  .act,  1955  when  only  milk  of  a  special  designation 
may  be  sold  by  retail  for  human  consumption. 

On  the  question  of  raw  milk  a  problem  exists  in  connection 
with  the  infection  of  the  milk  by  the  organism  Brucella  Abortus 
which  is  responsible  for  contagious  abortion  in  cattle  and  Undulant 
Fever  in  man.  14-8  samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  the  presence 
of  the  organism  and  the  infection  was  found  in  8  samples  involving 
4  herds.  Pasteurisation  of  the  milk  kills  Brucella  organisms  as  is 
also  the  case  with  Tubercle  Bacillus.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Smoke  observations  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  and 
in  one  case  serious  trouble  has  occurred  due  to  the  emission  of 
grit.  This  nuisance  has  been  alleviated  to  some  extent  by  a 
change  of  fuel  and  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  an  improvement 
by  the  action  taken. 

One  industrial  plant  closed  down  which  had  not  been  using 
mechanical  stokers  and  had  proved  a  problem  in  the  past. 

The  position  now  is  that  all  industrial  undertakers  using  a 
large  amount  of  solid  fuel  are  using  mechanical  stokers. 

It  should  however  be  borne  in  mind  that  smoke  from  domestic 
dwellings  is  a  source  of  much  atmospheric  pollution,  and  this 
could  be  substantially  reduced  by  establishing  Smoke  Control  Areas* 
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HEAT 


Tho  position  remains  the  same  as  other  years  in  that  there  are  two 
private  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the  area  for  the  slaughter  of  animals# 
The  conditions  found  during  the  year  have  been  such  that  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  serve  any  statutory  notices  for  the  control  and  management  of 
the  premises. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Hygiene  Regulations  came  into  force  o.n  the  1st 
January.  They  aero  designed  to  control  the  slaughtering  of  animals  and 
the  ijroper  preparation  of  the  carcase  meat  so  that  contamination  does  not 
occur  at  this  point  of  food  preparation.  Whilst  there  are  obvious  defects 
in  the  Regulations  there  is  a  definite  improvement  on  the  previous  position 
in  that  a  standard  has  been  fixed. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Report  (Appointed  Day)  Order  also  came  into 
operation  in  1959  and  as  a  result  of  the  Order  local  authorities  are 
required  to  report  on  the  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  of 
their  district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities.  This  report  will  bo 
submitted  early  in  I960. 

There  were  104  cattle,  143  cows,  274  sheep  and  81  pigs  slaughtered 
end  examined  during  the  year.  No  whole  carcases  were  condemned  for 
generalised  Tuberculosis  but  nine  cattle,  20  cows  end  2  pigs  wore  affected 
by  this  disease  in  some  organ  or  other.  One  ewe  was  condemned  for  being 
in  an  imaciatcd  and  fevered  condition.  26  cattle,  3  cows  end  1  pig  were 
condemned  for  diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis.  No  animals  were  found  to 
be  affected  with  Cysticcrci  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  cajrry  out 
the  re fridge rat ion  treatment  for  the  elimination  of  this  condition. 

All  meat  condemned  has  been  voluntarily  surrendered  and  transported 
to  a  suitable  factory  designed  for  the  treatment  of  diseased  meat  where 
it  is  rendered  safe  and  sterile  before  being  used  for  purposes  other  than 
human  consumption. 

Approximately  76  lbs.  of  other  foods  wore  examined  and  condemned  as 
being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  This  food  was  also  voluntarily 
surrendered  and  as  in  the  past  disposed  of  by  tho  local  authority. 

ROOD  HYGIENE  RBGIHjATIONS 


Food  shops  have  been  visited  throughout  the  year  and  improvements 
have  been  carried  out  to  some  of  the  promises  blunging  them  up  to  the 
standard  required  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  As  in  the  past 
difficulties  due  to  lack  of  space  of  the  small  house  and  shop  continues 
to  present  a  problem  in  finding  suitable  space  to  accommodate  the 
necessary  equipment  to  comply  with  the  Regulations.  Some  progress  is 
being  made  with  regard  to  the  travelling  shops  and  improvements  have  been 
carried  out  to  these  vehicles  in  excess  of  the  low  standard  set  by  the 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Preston  and  District  Water  Board  came  into  being  on  the  1st 
October,  1959  whereby  the  water  undertakings  of  Preston  Corporation 
which  included  Longridge  Urban  District  and  the  Urban  District  of 
Fulwood,  Leyland  and  Vfalton-lc-Dale  and  the  Rural  District  of  Preston 
and  parts  of  the  best  Lancashire  Rural  District  were  grouped  together 
to  form  the  new  board.  As  far  as  the  position  of  the  water  supply  to 
Longridge  is  concerned  there  is  no  change  as  to  the  supply  which  is  by 
upland  wastor  source  collected  from  Longridge  fell.  The  formation  of 
the  board  does  mean  that  Longridge  Urban  District  have  got  an  allocated 
representative  on  the  board  who  from  time  to  time  is  able  to  give  an 
official  account  of  the  board’s  workings.  The  quality  during  the  year 
has  been  good  and  little  complaint  has  been  received  with  regard  to  taste. 
During  the  year*  1959  owing  to  the  dry  summer  a  restriction  was  put  On  the 
use  of  hose  pipes  and  the  watering  of  gardens  although  no  cut  down  on  the 
domestic  use  was  ever  anticipated  during  this  period.

Chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  have  as  in  the  past  been  carried 
out  at  the  laboratory  situated  in  Chapel  Brow,  Longridge  whore  weekly 
tests  and  examinations  are  undertaken  as  a  routine  measure  throughout 
the  year. 

In  the  case  of  the  Longridge  water  supply  15  bacteriological 
samples  of  treated  water  from  taps  on  consumer’s  premises  were  taken  and 
38  samples  from  intakes  and  reservoirs.  All  proved  satisfactory.  One 
chemical  analysis  was  carried  out  and  was  satisfactory.

During  the  year  the  new  trunk  sewer  which  has  been  connected  to  the 
Preston  Northern  trunk  sewer  has  come  into  full  operation  and  as  a  result 
no  biological  treatment  of  sewage  is  carried  out  at  the  old  sewage  works . 
all  sewage  in  Longridge  is  now  treated  at  the  Preston  sewage  works  on  the 
banks  of  the  Dibble  at  Erockleton.  The  cessation  of  the  use  of  the 
Longridge  sewage  works  has  resulted,  in  a  cutting  down  of  the  pollution 
which  has  been  occurring  for  a  considerable  time  in  Savick  Brook  and  has 
resulted  in  a  much  improved  stream*

I  have-  pleasure  in  submitting  my  twelfth  annual  rerjort  which  is 
for  the  3/-car  1959* 

The  department  has  worked  satisfactorily  and  no  major  breakdown 
occurred  to  the  services. 


The  weather  which  is  always  a  factor  when  dealing  with  public 
cleansing  was  such  that  it  did  not  interfere  with  the  ordinary  weekly 
collection  of  refuse. 

Good  co-operation  existed  between  the  department  and  the  various 
contractors  and  to  a  lesser  degree  the  owners  of  properties  that  were 
called  upon  to  execute  works  and  eradicate  the  unsatisfactory 
conditions  that  arose  within  the  district.  This  no  doubt  was  due,  as 
I  have  remarked  in  the  past,  to  the  close  contact  that  is  able  to  be 
maintained  in  a  small  area. 

The  various  now  acts  and  regulations  that  have  come  into  force 
during  the  year  have  meant  increased  work  in  the  health  department. 

With  the  supply  of  materials  and  a  greater  labour  force  available 
much  more  repair  and  improvement  work  is  being  carried  out  to  dwelling 
houses  resulting  in  a  better  appearance  and  standard  of  housing  in  the 
district.

HOUSING 

The  first  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  carried  out  in  Longridge 
with  regard  to  slum  clearance  was  confirmed  in  December.  This  consisted 
of  20  houses  five  of  which  were  excluded  from  the  Order  and  one  transferred 
from  the  pink  area  to  the  grey. 

Five  houses  were  reported  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957 
and  Demolition  Orders  were  made  but  have  not  been  executed. 

Pour  applications  were  submitted  by  private  individuals  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1949  for  improvement  grants  and  were  approved,  the  work  being 
executed  during  the  year’. 

Eight  applications  were  submitted  for  standard  grants  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1950,  seven  wore  approved  and  one  was  completed  during  this 
period. 

No  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act, 

1957  was  received. 

Twentysix  houses  were  made  fit  and  defects  remedied  informally,  there 
being  no  occasion  when  formal  auction  under  the  Public  Health  Act  or 
Housing  Act  was  necessary. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


One  part-time-  operator  is  employed  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work 
of  control  and  treatment . 

The  number  of  infestations  have  reduced,  no  doubt  duo  to  the  routine 
inspections  arid  treatments  carried  out  when  infestati  ns  arc  discovered. 

Only  by  constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  persons  reporting  on 
treatments  carried  out  will  the  continued  satisfactory  condition  with 
regard  to  rodent  infestations  be  successful. 

A  campaign  such  as  has  been  carried  out  against  the  rat  population 
during  the  past  years  has  resulted  in  a  tremendous  cut  down  in  the 
amount  of  food  stuffs  spoiled  and  damaged. 

Two  six  monthly  treatments  of  the  Council’s  sewage  system  havebeen 
conducted  and  showed  only  a  minor  infestation.  Only  in  the  isolated  case 
has  there  been  any  evidence  of  rat  infestation.

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DRAINaG-E 


There  was  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of  converting  waste  water 
closets  to  fresh  water  closets.  Nine  conversions  were  carried  out 
in  1959  as  compared  with  twelve  in  1958*  Only  105  of  these  closets 
remain  to  be  converted. 

Wator  tests  arc  carried  out  to  all  new  drainage  installations 
and  a  pjood  standard  of  drainage  is  maintained. 

The  builders  generally  arc  co-operative  in  reporting  drainage 
work  being  done  in  the  district  and  are  always  willing  to  carry  out 
any  advice  given  on  matters  apertaining  to  drainage  layouts. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  methods  employed  in 
disinfecting  premises  required  to  be  dealt  with  fallowing  outbreaks 
of  infectious  disease.  Formalin  vapour  lamps  are  used  for  premises 
requiring  treatment  and  household  effects  and  library  books  are  also 
treated  with  formalin. 

Beds  and  bedding  arc  destroyed  by  the  Council  workmen  when  a 
death  has  occurred. 

INSPECTION  OF  HEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

Ante  and  postmortem  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the 
slaughterhouses  and  some  1,602  animals  were  dealt  with.  The  details 
of  the  condemnations  are  tabulated  below. 

The  weight  of  meat  voluntarily  surrendered  amounted  to  1,488  Ins. 
This  condemned  meat  is  disposed  of  by  being  dispatched  to  a  bonafidc 
firm  after  suitable  colouring  matter  lias  been  applied  to  it. 

The  following  are  the  details  of  the  carcases  inspected  and 
condemned  in  whole  or  part.

House  and  Trade  Refuse  Colloction  and  Disposal 

No  serious  breakdown  occurred  in  the  working  of  the  house  ana 
trade  refuse  collection  service  and  it  was  possible  to  maintain  a  weekly 
collection  throughout  the  year. 

This  service  depends  to  a  large  extent  on  the  co-operation  and 
enthusiasm  of  its  collection  sta.ff  and  I  am  glad  to  say  wo  have  been 
very  successful  in  maintaining  a.  good  relationship  with  the  stalf  and  in 
their  turn  with  members  of  the  public,  there  being  no  serious  conplaint 
received  during  the  year. 

No  difficulties  arose  with  regard  to  the  renewal  of  old  worn  out 
dustbins,  an  informal  notice  being  all  tha.t  was  necessary  to  xDersuade  the 
owners  and  occupiers  to  supply  a  satisfactory  bin.  To  this  end  the  local 
authority  are  able  to  offer  a  2§-  cu.  ft.  B.S.S.  dustbin  at  a  price  which 
is  attractive  to  the  ratepayers.  No  doubt  this  service  has  helped  in 
ensuring  that  the  district  is  equipped,  with  a  dustbin  that  is  acceptable 
to  all  concerned. 

Disposal.  Thomley  Tip  is  rapidly  being  brought  to  a  close  and 
should  be  soil  ed  and  sealed  off  in  the  area  tipped  by  the  end  of  I960. 

The  running  costs  have  been  much  higher  this  year  and  will  be  next  year 
duo  to  the  heavy  purchase  of  top  soil.  With  the  comparatively  shallow 
depth  of  the  tip  face,  the  cost  of  soiling  is  much  higher  than  if  a 
much  deeper  face  was  possible. 

No  serious  infestation  of  insects  or  vermin  occurred  during  the 

year. 

Only  one  serious  fire  occurred,  the  trouble  in  controlling  it 
being  aggravated  by  the  la.ck  of  a  suitable  water  supply  and  the'  dry 
summer. 

Arrangements  have  almost  been  completed  to  establish  a  new  tip 
in  the  Railway  Quarry  which  will  have  the  advantage  of  having  sufficient 
top  soil  to  make  the  recovery  of  this  derelict  area  of  scrub  land  a  more 
economic  proposition  than  has  been  the  case  with  the  Thomley  Tip. 

The  cost  of  soiling  any  tip  that  lacks  soil  within  the  confines 
of  the  tipping  area,  is  almost  prohibitive  and  is  a  problem  to  local 
authorities  who  are  placed  in  this  difficult  position. 

Salvage .  Although  the*  weight  of  salvage  collected  during  the 
year  (36.5  cuts,  of  paper  per  1,000  population)  was  not  as  good  as  the 
previous  year  (39  cwt s . )  it  was  one  of  our  best  years. 

The  gross  amount  of  salvage  collected  in  value  came  to  £904  which 
can  ho  considered  as  very  good  and  compares  favourably  with  other 
author;;  ties.

Tho  success  of  the  salvage  collection  is  no  doubt  due  to  the 
regular  weekly  collections  along  with  the  refuse  collection  being  carried 
out  at^  a  time  known  to  the  householder  so  that  no  loss  of  salvage  occurs 
through  spoilage  from  being  left  out  during  inclement  weather. 

.The  waste  paper  continues  to  be  sent  to  the  Thames  Board  Mills  at 
Barrington  who  have  not  made  ary  restriction  on  supplies  sent  in  or  made 
any  price  changes.
